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SHAFTER PRODDED TO REPORT 


The General Says Tales of Army Clothing 


Frauds Have Been Much Exaggerated 


and Gives Particulars* 


Washington, June 19.—The war de- 


partment today made public two tele- 
grams dated yesterday, relating to 
the alleged clothing frauds at San 
Francisco, 


The nrsft is a message from General 


Corbin to General Shafter, asking 
for information on the subject, and 
stating that 
"it is desirable from 


every ipoirit of view, that detailed 
facts of any importance be given the 
department before being exploited in 
the newspapers." 


General Shatter's reply is as fol- 


lows: 


"Reference to your telegram today, 


I ha.ve refrained from making <a re- 
port regarding clothing seized by 
Colonel Maus betfauSe the quantity 
was very snuall and it all appeared to 
have come from the same man, 'a junk 
dealer, who did business around the 
Presidio. 
The <jlothimg had evident- 


ly been sold to this peddler "by sol- 
diers and1 recruits. 
The junk nmn 


and his son wh'o sold it have be«n 
arrested fby the federal authorities 


and their case is being considered by 
the federal grand jury today. There 
is no shortage in auy of ithe depait- 
ments here. 
This seized clothing 


undoubtedly represents the accumu- 
lation of articles which have been 
sold from time to time durimg the 
past year or two by the (thousands of 
soldiers who have passed through 
San Francisco. 
I do not regard this 


matter as of any importance, though 
it has been wtidely exploited by the 
sensational newspapers. 
Howeyer, 


the seizure of these articles and the 
arrests made will have the effect, I 
think, of discouraging the purchase 
or sale of soldiers' wearing apparel 
in this vicinity hereafter. Following 
is an exact list of the articles seized: 


"Blankets, eleven pairs; leggings, 


five pairs; blue flannel shirts, forty- 
eight; blouses, one; gauntlet g!6v«s, 
two pairs; black calf skin shoes, sev- 
enty-seven pairs; tan and! russet 
slhoes, fifty-three pairs. 
'All these 


articles are now in the hands of the 
proper departments."

gret are heard on every hand and 
the papers are filled with eulogies of 
the dead ex-governor from friends 
and former political foes alike.

mayor, and the circuit courts ad- 
journed until tomorrow in respect to 
his memory* As a whole the city is 
more moved by Mr. Pingree's death 
than by the loss of any public man 
in many decades.

A few miles south of the city they 
ran into a farmex's rig, which was oc- 
cupied by Mrs. Liebaeher, her baby 
girl and two little boys. The baby 
was thrown out of the rig and alight- 
ed on its heald, suffering a fracture at 
the base of the skull, and dying al- 
most instantly. Mrs. Liebacher was 
seriously .njured and the boys were 


bruised up badly. Hartzell was also 
thrown to the ground and stunned, 
but qnickly revived and fled. He 
was later captured and locked up to 
await the verdict of thfe cbrorter.

,of weeks -and -while here has beett 
playing ifc saloon^.

rates -and breatyng up a number of 
sewer and paving rings that were 
thriving when he went into office.

to be greatly reduced and seemed foi 
the people a notable reduction in 
street car fare, He brought about i 
cheapening of telephone rates and es- 
tablished a municipal lighting plant. 
During the whole course of his guber- 
natorial career he struggles to refoim 
the tax laws of the state in such 
way as to compel railway corpora- 
tions to bear a more equitable share 
of the burdens of taxation <*nd he 
lived to see at least a partinl victory 
crown his labors.

patch" scheme while mayor of De- 
troit raised a laugh at the time, but 
it was not long until not only his 
own people but the people of score? 
of other cities in the land appieciated 
the practical good coining out of cul- 
tivation of vacant outlets by the 
poor.

SHAFTER PRODDED TO REPORT 


The General Says Tales of Army Clothing 


Frauds Have Been Much Exaggerated 


and Gives Particulars. 


Washington, June 10. - The war de- 


partment today made^nblic two tele- 
grams dated yesterday, relating to 
•the alleged clothing frauds at San 
Francisco. 


The first is a message from General 


Corbin to General Shafter, asking 
for information on the subject, and 
stating that 
"it is desirable from 


every .point of view, that detailed 
facts of any importance be given the 
department before being exploited in 
the newspapers." 


General Shatter's reply is as fol- 


lows: 


"Reference to your telegram today, 


I have refrained from making a. re- 
part regarding- clothing seized by 
Colonel Maus because the quantity 
was very small and it all appeared t-o 
have come from -the same man, a junk 
denier, who did business around the 
Presidio. 
The clothing had evident- 


ly been sold to this .peddler by sol- 
diers and recruits. 
The junk man 


and his son who sold it have lieftii 
arrested toy the federal authorities 


| and their case is being considered by 


the federal grand jury today. There 
is no shortage iu any of >the depart- 
ments here. 
This seized clothing 


undoubtedly represents the accumu- 
lation of articles which have been 
sold from time to time during the 
past year or two by -the .thousands of 
soldiers who have passed through 
San Francisco. I do not regard this 
matter as of any importance, though 
it has 'been widely exploited 'by the 
sensational newspapers. 
Howeyer, 


the seizure of these articles and the 
arrests made "will have the effest, I 
think, of discouraging the purchase 
or sale of soldiers' -wearing apparel 
in this vicinity hereafter. Following 
is an exact list of the articles ssized: 


'•Blankets, eleven pairs; leggings, 


five, .pairs; "blue flannel shirts, forty- 
eight; blouses, one; gauntlet gloves, 
two .paire; "black calf skin shoes, sev- 
enty-seven, pairs; tan and russet 
shoe's, fifty-three pairs. 
All these 


articles are now in the hands of the 
proper departments."

MUCH MURDER DONE 


Filipino Brigands Guilty of Many 


Acts of Atrocity for Which 


They are Punished 


A SERIOUS CONDITION IN ISLANDS 


Washington, June 17.—A Philip- 


pine mail1 brings to tihe war depart- 
ment the records 
in eleven cases 


wherein Filipinos were tried by mili- 
tary commissions on charges includ- 
ing murder, rape, kidnaping, assault 
and battery, burglary aud violation 
of the mies of war. 


An especially nofoable cas-j arose 


out of the operations of a famous 
'oath-bound band of Filipinos, called 
the "Society of the Sandatahans.?' 


The principal officers of tfiiis soci- 


ety, next to a triumvirate of chisfs, 
«re a chief executioner and' assistant 
iinil a requisite number of grave dig- 
gers who participate in tihe self ap- 
pointed work of the bahii. 


'The leaders select victims, capture 


and carry him away in the night to a 
secret rendezvous on a sandy beach 
covered with very tall grass, whera 
the diggevs already have prepared 
the 'grave. 
Here in the presence of 


tQie assembled band-nelp)ess men and 
women from time to tiina have been 
stabbed to de'atn and tbssett into the 
graves. 


The members of the'iw.iiH then dis- 


perse, and triist to tiie rise and fall 
of the near-by waters to hide the evi- 
dence of their ghastly .work. 
Ten 


members tf the band', including two . 
of tha chiefs-, were trert before a; 
mili'tary commission an'cl eight of! 
them wore. sehtenced to be., hanged, j 
In approving "the 'sentence*. General 
MacArciiVLT says: " | . 


"To the reviewing authority it is i 


evident th'at there can foe no Irope of I 
peace for the Filipino people, n:a* se- 
curity for'their lives and properly, 
until they shal leru'n to unite against 
•all -band:; of murderers and assassins, 
under whatever name they shall as- 
sume, and come to tho assistance of 
the officers of the law in their.de- 
terrain'aition.to bring them all to jus- 
tice." 


In auo'tQrer case an armed band of 


about twenty-five Filipinos carried 
away nine of the inhabitants of the 
Barrio of Casantulaclan, 'and by re- 
peated blows from the butts of their 
rifles drove them to 'Hie presidencia 
of Cabaruan. 
Here all hands drank 


freely of vino and tihe prisoners were 
made drunk. 
Then, according to tho 


testimony of tiwo. of the prisoners 
who escaped, tihe other seven were led 
off iu the direction of a jrrova of 
trees, where two days lacer their be- 
headed bodies were discovered. The 
members of the band who were cap- 
tured received sentences of deatr. in 
some oases and imprisonment at hard 
labor for Varying terms in others 


Four native policemen who had 


been sent to gather wood for a de- 
tachment 'of American troops, were 
set upon, ona of their number was 
killel, and another lost his arm.- A 
wembev of the band which attacked 
them was sentencad *o twenty years' 
imprisonmen t. 


A native named Mir-aTitl.i was tried 


on four charges. 
A- band unfler his 


leadership rc*bbed and kiled two na- 
tive brothers. 
Later the accuses led 


his band against the country house 
of a native, set it afire, looted its 
contents and carried oil into the field 
three daughters of the owner, rob- 
bing them of their jewelry. 


Three days later his band attacked 


the town residnnce of the sam« native 
and thoroughly sacked it 
H's last 


crime was the murder of a native 
named Abelino, who frequented a 
gambling house kept by his indinor- 
ito for the sole reason that Abelino 
had1 not paid a gambling 
debt. 


Miranda was sentenced to 'be hanged 


Three natives were tried, 'charged 


with Hie murder of Private Henry F. 
Schaffer, Company L, Seventeen;!! in 
fantry. 
They were sentenced to bn 


handed, but this was commuted by 
General MacArthur in the case of two 
of them to imprisonment for life, and 
in the case of the other one to im- 
prisonment for twenty years. 


Jose Baligod, the president-elect of 


the Pueblo of Tuao^under the systeui 
established by the American govern- 
ment, while exercising the functions 
of his office, became cognizant of the 
organization of a fcand in a neighbor 
ing barro for the purpose of attack 
ing the .small garrison of nineteei 
American soldiers stationed at Tuao 
He traitorously co-operated with tlv 


eader of the band, advised him as 
to the most auspMous time to make 
an attack, intercepted a messenger 
sent to warn t!he Americans, and 
otherwise treacherously abused the 
rust of his office. 
He was sentenced 


o -be confine'd at hard labor for twen- 
ty years. 


Severini De Guia, vice president of 
Jacpor, while returning in a carro- 
mata (a nntive vehicle) from, San 
Jicolas, Casite province, was set up- 
n by a native band- 
They struck 


the coachman senseless and 'carried 
ff (the vice president and his two 
•oung sons, who were with him at 
he time. 
Some distance off they slio* him 


dead before the eyes of his children, 
nd flung his -body on n pile of rocks. 
A member of he band wiho was cap- 
urea, -was sentenced to be han'ged. 
Three natives .were tried jointly on 
change of being a part of an armed 
md of robbers wforch: forced an en- 


trance into the (home of a native, 
ofcbed it of ononey, jeyelry and other 
valuables, forced the inmates to came 
ut of the Souse, bound and m-al- 
reated the men and brutally as- 
aulted th« women. 
Two of the men •were sentenced to 
mpristmment at hard labor for 
wenty years, -and the other to im- 
risonmeitt at hard labor for a term 
f ten years.

UDGE HELLER'S DECISION IN 


FOURTH STREET CASE. 


Railroads Awarded Damages in Sum 


Likely to Prove Acceptable 


to the City. 


Judge Heller, of the Adams cir- 


cuit court, on Saturday handed down 
lis decision in 'the damage suit of 
the I/ake Shore railroad against the 
city for damages1 sustained by the 
opening of Fourth street across the 
company's tracks. He found for the 
plain-tin's in the sum 'of $2,500 and 
for the Fort Wayne, Jackson, and 
Saginaw road, the original owners 
of the right of way leased to the 
Lake Shore, in the sum of $1. This 
s the third time the case has been 
tried 'and twice before <the city was 
decided1 against by the 
supreme 


court, but never before has tlie case 
been .tried On a question of damages. 
Twenty years ago, in the first suit, 
the city set out that J. K. Edgerton, 
who was vice presidenet of the roatT 
to which the grant of a night of way 
was made, was also at the same time 
a member of the city council which 
ma,de the grant and named the con- 
ditions; and ulso that the city had 
reserved the right to cross the tracks 
of the company at any time at any 
point, 
under 
certain 
conditions. 


Nearly fifteen years Inter the city 
lost again because it hud failed to 
give the Jackson and Saginaw Rail- 
road company proper notice of th« 
suit. In the case just decided, how- 
ever, all conditions 'had been com' 
plied with and the trial was solely 
on a question of damages. The rail- 
road company brought in plenty o: 
expert witnesses from the Pennsyl- 
vania', tho Nickel Plate, the Grand 
Rapids and other roads, including 
several prominent men from Indian 
apolis, Cleveland and Cincinnati and 
all testified to a minimum damage 
of 515,000. 
The attorneys for th< 


city say they would have regard 
ed a verdict of $2,000 for the com' 
pany ns a very decided victory foi 
the city and are satisfied with thi 
verdict as it stands. There will hi 
no appeal as both sides practically 
agreed to abide by Judge Heller*, 


ruling, although both saved the rec- 
ord by giving notice of a motion foi 
a Ji&w trial. Seven hundred dollars 
have already <been appropriated and 
was tendered the railroad company 
before the suit, and it is now up to 
the city council whether the addi- 
tional S1.800 will be appropriated 
and the judgment paid or whethei 
the crossing wall ba.abandoned. Ii 
is ]uot likely that the latter course 
will be pursued.

ter of the late George C. Cook, of 
!ombernauld, Scotland.

erville {had also obtained a divorce in 
Nevada from her husband, George J. 
Soinerville.

Later the earl and his new countess 


went to England and the first 
countess threatened to have the earl 
arrested for bigamy. 
Earl Russell 


was remanded in £2,000 bail. 


While Earl Russell awaited in the 


ante-room the summons to appear be- 
fore the magistrate, the woman ihe 


married in America 
joined 
him. 


.When the case was called, a repre- 
sentative of the public prosecutor 
said the prisoner was charged with 
feloniously marrying JTollie Cook in 
•America, April 15, 1900, while his 
wife, Mabel, Countess Russell, was 
alive. 


The prosecution, proceeded to out-^ 


line the earl's marriage - to Mabel 
Scott (his first countess), their sep- 
aration, his subsequent disappear- 
ance from England with a neighbor, 
Mrs. Somerville, and the discovery 
that he and Mrs. Somerville were to- 
gether at Reno, Nevada. On April 
14, 1900, Earl Russell obtained- a 
license to marry Mollie Cooke, other-

the ceremony April 15. 


Counsel for the earl pointed out 


that the prosecution omitted men- 
tion of. the divorce proceedings in- 
stituted by his lordship in America.

CROWDS WERE HERE. 


The Turners are entitled to the dis- 


tinction of bringing to Fort Wayne 
Sunday the largest crowd of the sea- 
son, and fully 3,000 visitors joined 
a still larger number of local Turners 
and their friends in an. unalloyed en- 
joyment of the festival program. 


Indiana, Ohio, Illinois and Ken- 


tucky athletes participated in the 
contests at Ceutlivre park, and every 
class had a big delegation of admir- 
ing adherents to cheer them on. The 
active Turners had all arrived Satur- 
day night, and Sunday morning: from 
every direction came the crowds 
to watch the exhibitions of athletic 
skill. 
Excursion trains on nearly 


every railroad entering Fort Wayne 
poured almost a steady stream of hu- 
manity into the city during the 
morning (hours. 


South Bend was represented by the 


banner delegation of fully 1,200 per- 
sons, who reached the city in two 
special trains over the Pennsylvania. 
The Pennsylvania trains from the 
east brought in many more; the Wa- 
bash brought in at least 1,000 peo- 
ple—Terre Haute, Lafayette, Logans- 
port and Huntiugtoii being largely 
represented. 
Indianapolis sent two 


delegations, one over the Wabash and 
another over the Lake Erie. 
Pour 


Irundred arrived over the Findlay. 
and practically every town and city 
in northern Indiana was represented 
in the throngs. It was the one crowd 
of the year that was up to expecta- 
tions in point of -numbers, and the 
Fort Wayne Turners gave the visi- 
tors a warm-hearted welcome. 


PROGRAM STARTED EARLY- 
Long before the street cars had be- 


gun transporting the visitors to Cent- 
livre park, the active Turners were 
engaged in the program of the day. 
The Indianapolis delegation, together 
with some of the local members, 
were encamped in tents upon, the park 
grounds. At 6 o'clock, in front of all 
the hotels -where Turners were quar- 
tered, a bugler and the JeffersQnian 
drum corps, united in arousing1 the 
athletes.

ville, and Curt Toll, of Indianapolis, 
all practiced experts. 
The field lay 


within the circle of the race track, 
where an abundance of athletic para- 
phernalia was in readiness and with- 
in splendid view of the crowd which 
packed the grandstand densely.

New York, June 15.—The divers 


at work in the wrecked ferry boat 
NorMiIield kc-pt at theiv task until 
0 o'clock this morning without find- 
ing a human 
body in the boat's 


ca'bms. At 9 o'clock they went back 
to work again. 
The first undertak- 


ing of the divers was to make fast a 
line to pull the wrecked (boat around 
so tliat she -would lie abreast of pier 
10, as they were unable to search the 
cabins during- tie nig-ht. 


It is not yet known definitely- that 


there was .loss of life by tfce colli- 
sion. The official entry on the blot- 
ter of the harbor police say that no 
one was lost, but according to the 
statements of tug boat captains who 
surrouu'ded the sinking- Northfield, 
it is thought.that a number of per- 
sons must 
have perished. Until 


early this morning there were many 
inquiries a>t the Old Slip police sta- 
tion and the station of the harT>or 
police for relatives and friends who 
'are supposed to have gone on the 
Northfield and who had not returned 
to their ho'nies 
nig-ht.

Captain Johnson, of the Northfield, 


was arrested a few hours after the 
collision, 
but he refused to make 


any statement about the collision.

Capt. Frank Griffin, of the Maueh 


Chunk, -went to his home in Jersey 
City lat night. . No effout was made 
to arrest, him, as officials of the Jer- 
sey Central railroad promised that 
Captain Griffin would be produced in 
court to'day. 


The majority of 
the passengers 


who were rescued were more or less 
hysterical and their s'tories as to the 
loss of life 
were 
conflicting to 


great 
extent. 
Many were 
of the 


opinion that hundreds of lives were 
lost, while others thought but a few 
were drowned. 


Divers were put to work searchin'g 


all the cabins, the engine and fire 
rooms and other compartments of the 
ferry boat for bodies. 
It is known 


that all oif the crew got ashore in 
safety. 


The body of a boy about ten years 


old was found floating in. the East 
River this morning. The ibody had 
^been in the water but a short time. 
The coroner's office attributed 
the 


death to the Northfield collision and 
the police 
recorded it as the first 


known death.

Ths 
city of Tyre ns under the sea which 
washes the shore, on. which are on!/ 
a few crumbling1 pillars left. Sodom 
and Gomorrah are covered by waters 
so deathful that not 'a fish can live 
in them. Babylon and Ninevali are 
so -blotted out of existence that not 
one uninjured shaft of frheir ancient 
splendor remains. -Nothing but Om- 
nipotence could have put them down 
and put them, under. The antedilu- 
vian world was able to send to t'he 
postdiluvian world only one ship 
with a very small p-asseng-er list. 
Omnipotence first rolled the seas over 
the land, and then told them to tv 
back to their usual channels as river 
ind lakes and oceans. 
At omnipo- 


tent command the waters pouncing 
upon their prey, 'and at Omnipotent 
command sinking back into their ap- 
propriate places By such rehearsal 
we try to arouse our appreciation nf 
what Omnipotence is, and our rever- 
ence is excited, and our adoration is 
intensified, but after all we find our- 
selves at the foot of a mountain we 
can not climb, hovering over a depMi 
ws can not fathom, at the rim of a 
circumference, we can not compasr. 
and we feel like first g-oing down on 
our knees, and then like falling flat 
on our faces, as we exclaim, "Lo, 
these arc parts of His ways; but how 
little a portion is heard of Him? but 
the Thunder of His power who can 
understand?" 


So all those who have put together 


systems of theology have discoursed 
also about tlie wisdom ^f God. Think 
of a .wisdom which can know the 
end from the beginning, that knows 
the thirtieth century as well as the 
first century. 
We can gness what 


will happen, hut it is only a guess. 
Think of a mind that can hold nil 
he past and all the present and all 
the future. We can contrive and in- 


rent on a amall scale, but think of o 
wisdom that could contrive a unl- 
•erse! Think of a wisdom that can 
earn nothing new, a ?wisdom that 
nothing can surprise; all the facts, 


es and occurrences of all time 


o come as plainly beforeiit as though 
hey had already 
transpired. Ha 


could have built all the material uni- 
erse into one world and swung- it, 
glorious mass, through immensity; 


but behold His wisdom in dividing- 
up grandeurs 
into 
innumerable 


worlds, rolling splendors on all sides, 


diversity, amplitude, majesty, infin- 
ity. 
Worlds! Worlds! Moving :a 


complete ordsr, shining with com- 
plete radiance. Mightiest telescope 
011 one hand and most powerful mi- 
croscope on the other, discovering in 
the plan of God not one (imperfection. 
What but Divine wisdom could have 
planned a human race, and, before 
it started, built for it a world like 
this; pouring waters to slake human 
thirst, aud giving soils capacity to 
produce such food, and lifting such 
a canopy of clouds, embroidered with 
such sunlight, and sou-rounding tiie 
world with such wonders that all 
the scientists of the ages have only 
began to unroll them? Wisdom in 
magnitude and in atom, in archangel 
and in mollusk. Thank of a -wisdom 
that was able to form, without any 
suggestion or any model to work 
by, the eye, the ear, the hand, the 
foot, the vocal organs. No wonuer 
that Galen, the most celebrated of 
medical authors among the ancients, 
fell on his knees at the overwhelm- 
ing wisdom of God in tlie constitu- 
tion of the human frame. 


Our libraries are filled with the wis- 


dom of the greatest thinkers of all 
time. Have you considered tlie far 
superior wisdom which fashioned the 
brain for all those thoughts, of the 
infinite mind that built those intel- 
lects? But it is only the millionth 
part of that wisdom that has come 
to mortal appreciation. Close next, to 
every discovery is a wonder that has 
not been discovered. We see only an^ 
specimen among; 10,000 specimens 
What we know is overwhelmed by 
what we do not know. 
What the 


botanist knows about the flower is 
not more wonderful than, the things 
ihe does not know about the flower. 
What the geologist knows'the rocks 
is not more amazing than the things 
which he does not know about them. 
The worlds that have ibeeii counted 
are only a small regiment of the 
armies of light, the hosts of heaven, 
which have never passed in review 
before mortal vision. What a Go i we 
have! 


A tradition says that Abraham of 


the Old Testament was, when an in- 
fant, hidden in a cave 'because of the 
persecutions of Nhnrod. 
The first 


time the child came out of the cavern 
t was night, and he looked up at a 
star, and cried, "This is my God;" 
but the star disappeared, and Abra- 
ham said, "No. that can not 'he my 
God." 
After awhile the moon rose, 


and Abraham said, "That is my God," 
aut it set and Abraham was again 
disappointed. 
After awhile the sun 


rose, and he said, "Why, truly, here 
is my God,'* tout the sun. went down, 
and Abraham was saddened.

until the God of the Bible appeared

tiie other worlds what He did fo: 
ths world, as He has not told us what 
He did for them. I think the love of 
God was demonstrated in mightier 
worlds "before our little world was 
fitted up for human residence.

worlds and put His chief affection 
on one small planet?

FOB THE ATROCIOUS MUKDER 


OF TWO MEN. 


ALL MET THEIR FATE COOLLY 


WERE MEMBERS OF A SOCIETY 


SWORN TO KILL WHITES. 


Sylvania, Gn., 
June 14.—Arnold 


Augustus, Andrew 
Davis, Richard 


Sanders, Win. Hudson and Samuel 
Baldwin, nil negroes, were executed In 
the yard of the county jiiil of Screven 
county this afternoon. At 12:20 the 
drop fell. 
The necks of four were 


broken by the fall. 
The fifth died 


from strangulation. The negroes bore 
up well. They sung at the jail and 
then marched between'a squad of sol- 
diers to the scaffold. Here they made 
a short talk and received spiritual 
consolation. They then drank lem- 
onade furnished by the sheriff and 
thanked tkat official for his kindness. 
None of the negroes 
denied 
being 


guilty. 
During- the morning- hun- 


dreds of persons, white and blacK, ar- 
rived to witness the hangings. 


THE CRIME 


The five negroes were hanged to- 


day for a murder committed under an 
alleged criminal conspiracy by an or- 
ganised -baud of blacks known us 
"Knights of the Archer," The motto 
of the organization it is said was 
"Death to the Whites." The murder 
for which the men died was the cul- 
mination if a long series of crimes. 


One night in October, 1899, Milton 


Blears, a constable of Screven county, 
Falmore Herrington 'and Capt. Jesse 
Wada started out from Sylvania to 
serve a -warrant for the arrest of Jo- 
seph Sanders, a young negro wanted 
for some trivial offense. No sooner 
had they re-ached his nouse than a 
fusilade 'began. From the cracks be- 
tween the logs of the cabin, in. n 
thicket of dwarf trees close by came 
the flash vf rifles and Shot guns and 
the three men fell desperately wound- 
ed. Captain Wade managed to craw] 
to liis buggy and made nis way to 
Sylvania, where he told of the shoot- 
ing. 


Herrington and Hears were literal- 


ly shot to pieces. Five men were ar- 
rested, found guilty and paid the 
penalty today on the gallows. Three 
others, including 'Alexander McKin- 
ney, the alleged leader, and the real 
leaders of the Knights of the Archer"' 
have never been captured. 


KILLED THE CONDUCTOR. 


Brunswick, Ga., June 14.—Tricey 


Griffin, colored, was hanged here to- 
day for the murder, in October last 
of R. Marion Latimore, a passenger 
conductor on the southern railway. 
The contnctor was killed for ordering 
the negro to come in from the plat- 
form while the train was in motion.

This troug-h is accurately poised afte 
the manner of a seesaw, 'but is ad 
justed in such a way, after you hav 
occupied it, as to be perfectly liori 
zontal. That is merely a matter o 
arranging a few screws, and you ar 
in a position to await further pro 
ceedings. 


Next you are told to think of youi 


plans for the following day, and you 
turn your mind to that subject, wliici 
necessarily requires some work of the 
brain machinery. 
Lo! almost im 


mediately the end 
of the trougli 


where your head rests beguns to de- 
scend, and gently and gradually it 
lowers itself until your body is in- 
clined &t a considerable angle, with 
your feet -u in the air. It is the 
blood flowing* to the brain to assist 
mental activity t'hat has upset the 
balance and weighed down the head 
end of the apparatus. 


For a loirg- time it has been sup- 


posed that thinking- caused the blood 
lo flow to the brain, but .until now 
the fact lias not been proved. This 
machine demonstrates at. 
But an- 


other thing, equally interesting 
its way, is beautifully shown by the 
contrivance, and that is the empty- 
ing of the 'blood from the brain dur- 
ing sleep Indulge an a nap as you 
lie in the trough, and, as soon as you 
fall asleep, the end on wilich your 
feet rest will slowly descend. The 
same thing's 'happen if, when thus 
situated, you are put into an hypnotic 
condition. 


It used to be supposed Wiat sleep 


was a resut of the departure of the 
blood from the brain, but now it is 
known that the latter phenomenon is 
only incidental 
"When the brain is 


in a quiescent state its operations 
going on only in a very feeble sort of 
way, as is the case during sound 
.slumber, the vital fluid flows out of 
it toward the feet, leaving the men- 
tal apparatus in. a temporary blood- 
less condition. 
A machine of this 


kind, with. an! automatic recording 
attachment, 
-would show 
exactly 


•when a person dropped off in the land 
of Nod and the very minute he woke 
up. 


The machine is in the office of Dr. 


Arthur MacDonald, who is attached 
to the Bureau of Education in the ca- 
pacity of professional wizard, -as one 
might say. His official quarters are 
filled -with -all sorts of mystical in- 
struments for the study of matters 
concerning- you and me, about which 
ordinary folks do not think at all. 
In connection with the machine 
just described, he has rigged up an 
apparatus for observing the rapidity 
of the heart beat in various attitudes. 
A little affair called a "candiometer" 
is placed over the heart, and <is joined 
.throng1!! the medium of rubber tube 
with a slowly-revolving drum. The 
'drum is covered with a sheet of white 
paperfi ami a pen automatically 
makes a mark on the paper every 
time the heart of the person lying 
in the trough beats. 


In this manner a.continuous record 


is insmibecl upon 
the paper sheet, 


and many experiments have proved 
that t'he heart of a person lying- hori- 
zontally beats at the slowest rate. If 
he is inclined toward the perpendicu- 
lar, at an -angle of forty-live degrees, 
the organ pulsates more rapidly, and 
it beats faster when he is standing 
erect. T'he reason1 is simply that the 
heart is obliged to work harder when 
the individual is erect, in order to 
overcome gravity and drive the blood 
up to the head. In the recumbent 
position it lias the least labor to per- 
form." This, indeed, is one important 
reason why the doctor sends you to 
bed when you are siok—so that your 
heart may- take a rest. 


Some of the most interesting of Dr. 


MacDonald'S recent investigations 


' have had to do with what he calls 


"psychology of the skin" and in this 
kind of study he utilizes a varied as- 
sortment of instruments. 
One of 


them is a long handled tool of deli- 
cate construction, to the end of which 
may be attached any one of a numtor 
of little brass objects of different 
shapes, such as a square, a circle, a 
triangle, etc. The person experi- 
mented upon is 'blindfolded, and then 
is asked to tell .what is the shape of 
the brass object touched to the skin 
of his arm. It is very puzzling, nnd 
wrong answers are commonly given, 
but after a few dozen trials the per- 
son begins to be able to distinguish 
with much better accuracy. 


It is a species of education applied 


to the skin. 
But, strange to say 


it educates only the small area of 


cuticle to wheh the objects are ap 
plied. If trial is made with anothi

An--interesting practical illustra 


tion of the. education of the skin i 
found in the fact, which has bee 
demonstrated by Dr. McDonald, tha 
people who -belong- west of the Bock 
mountains are able, as a rule, to dis 
tinguish a five-dollar gold piece froi 
a five-cent nickel, simply by feelin 
tho coin in their fingers, wherea 
dwellers east of tbe Rockies canno 
tell th'e two apart by touch. This 
of course, is because the westerner 
are accustomed to the handling 
^old, which does not circulate to an; 


rcat extent in the east. 
If you will heat a needle and apply 


its point gently to various spots on 
your wrist, you will find that some 
tianes you have a sensation of cold 
rrom the contact.

In some instances it is a 


ombinaition of an alkali and an acid,

mune to their poisons. Tna; this im 


munity is produced by inoculation 
cannot be doubted, but there must 
be an almost continuous reinocula- 
tion. 
A man may have kept bee» 


for a series of years and have be- 
come hi a measure immune to their 
sting. He may discontinue the in- 
dustry for a year or so and upon re- • 
suming it he will find he is affected 
by bee stlnga as at first. It is a cur- 
aous fact that some portions of the 
body may become immune and others 
not. 
Herbert H. Smith, who is a 


professional 
catcher 
of 
insects, 


catches bees and wasps in his net 
and removes them with bis thumb 
and forefinger. In his case the fore- 
finger is stung so often that it has 
become thoroug&ly inoculated 
and 


stings upon this finger produce no 
effect, but if he is stung on the back 
of the neck <or in some other part of 
the body the sensation is as painful 
as it is wifch another person. 


Authentic 
cases of death 
from 


spider bite are rare, although cases 
reported in the newspapers are of al- 
most weekly occurrence. I have in- 
vestigated more than a hundred such 
reports in the United States in tha 
past ten years. In jnany cases the 
reported facts were entirely erron- 
eous; in thw majority of cases, no 
spider was seen to inflict tha bite;

The large, ungainly, pre-

bug" may give a severe wound under 
similar conditions, and Glover, many ' 
years ago, reported a serious swell- 
ing of his hand and a subsequent 
sloughing off of the skin and super- 
ficial tissues of the ball of bis thumb 
as a result from, the bitft of this in- 
sect. 


There is a little group of -jaterpU- 


,ars -armed with sharp hairs which 
will pierce the skin and produce 
sometimes an intense irritation much 
like that which is produced by the 
nettle.

WEST BADEN DESTROYED. 


ALL OF THE GUESTS ESCAPED 


FEW HAD TIME TO SAVE ANY 


OF THEIR BELONGINGS. 


MANY IN NEED OF CLOTHING 


THE LOSS WILL BE MORE THAN 


HALF A MILLION. 


West Baden, Ind., June 14.—8:30 


a. m.—Tlie Mineral Springs hotel was 
destroyed by fire today. 


No person was injured. 
The fire broke out at 1 a. m. in the 


bakoshop at the south 
end of the 


building. 
It burned rapidly and by 


3 o'clock the hotel had been com- 
pletely 
consumed. 
The 
loss 
is 


?500,000; insurance, $100,000. 


Two 
hundred 
and 
twenty-five 


•uests registered at the 
hotel last 


night. 


Most of them lost their 
effects. 


The guests were 
transferred 
to 


French Lick and most of them left 
for their homes on morning trains. 


To the conditions of the disagree- 


able weather, which reduced the usual 
number of guests is attributed the 
exemption from loss of life. 
As it 


was tlie most consternation prevailed. 


Awakened'at 1 a. m. by the cries of 


fire, and, knowing- full well the com- 
bustible nature of the great wooden 
building the guests rushed into tin- 
halls as rapidly 
as possible and 


pushed toward the exits. They were 
spurred to quick effort by the blind- 
ing smoke that threatened to cut off 
their retreat, and so, with no 'attempt 
to save valuables and clothing, they 
fled from the burning building-. 


Many-were inadequately 
clothed. 


Calls were made for 'help upon1 oilier 
cities, but for lack 'of transportation 
it was impossible to gst assistance. 
The progress of the flames was so 
rapid that not even a metropolitan 
fire department could have slaved tha 
buildings. The hotel fire system was 
found to be wholly inefficient. Tha 
opera house was threatened by the 
burning of the covered walk leading 
to it, but was saved. The $30,000 
bath, house, in course of construction 
and the new lavatory were destroyed. 
French lick hotels 'offered shelter to 
the homeless guests, some of whom 
walked the entire distance, rather 
t'h'an wait for slow transportation. 


ANOTHER ACCOUNT.

tempted to remove them from 'the 
company's *3iops. 
He testified as to 


the defendants industry, his general 
good character, and said he -believed 
he was innocent of any criminal in- 
tent but acted as he did through ig- 
norance. He sta'ted further that there

The next step in order, now that the 
Platt amendment is adopted by the 
constitutional convention, is for that 
body to take up and pass an electoral 
bill which will provide for the elec- 
tion of all tlie officers necessary to 
set up an independent government in 
Cuba. It is said here that such a bill 
is already framed and is ready for 
submission to ths convention at any 
moment.
